July 5 marks the day when a 
statement was adopted by a 
congress of Venezuelan 
provinces in 1811 declaring in¬ 
dependence from Spanish rule. 
Venezuelan expatriates on 
Aruba and island dignitaries, 
including Aruba’s Lieutenant 
Governor Ella Tromp-Yarza¬ 
garay, joined Venezuelan Con¬ 
sul General Dr. Jesus Javier 
Arias Fuenmayor at the Center 
Bolivariana in Oranjestad yes¬ 
terday morning to mark the oc¬ 
casion of their Independence 
Day. 

The official observance of 
the day began in the shadow of 
the impressive statue of Latin 
America’s great liberator, 
Simon Bolivar. It was a simple 
tribute, with the placing of 
commemorative wreaths from 
various groups. A gala celebra¬ 


tion took place last night in the 
Occidental Grand Resort. 

Bolivar, bom in Caracas on 
July 24th of 1783, was of 
Basque descent and a member 
of the local aristocracy. His fa¬ 
ther died when Simon was 
three, and his mother nine 
years later. Raised by relatives, 
he formed a deep friendship 
with Don Simon Rodriguez, a 
teacher and proponent of social 
reform, which would have a 
profound influence on Boli¬ 
var’s life. Don Andres Bello, 
whose teachings would also 
contribute to Bolivar’s devel¬ 
oping humanist philosophy, 
also tutored him in his youth. 

Simon Bolivar estab¬ 
lished himself in Europe after 
a one-year marriage at sixteen 
that ended with the death of his 
wife due to illness. He fer¬

vently pursued his studies and 
an active social life in Paris, 
but was reunited with his old 
friend and tutor Don Simon 
during that time. While on a 
trip together to Rome, the 
young Bolivar swore an oath 
“that he would not allow his 
arm to rest nor his soul to die 
until he had realized his dream 
of liberating the South Ameri¬ 
can world from Spanish do¬ 
minion.” 

The war for the emancipa¬ 
tion of Venezuela was fought 
from 1811 until 1823, with a 
civil war following between 
those wanting independence 
and royalists’ faithful to Spain. 
July 5 is the anniversary of the 
declaration of independence in 
1811, making it the first South 
American nation to declare in¬ 


dependence from Spain. Fi¬ 
nally, independence was offi¬ 
cially achieved in 1830 after 
many bloody battles and great 
sacrifice. Simon Bolivar is also 
considered the liberator of 
Colombia, Panama, Peru, 
Ecuador, and founded the na¬ 
tion of Boliva. On December 
10, 1830, in Cartagena, 

Colombia, Bolivar made his 
last public proclamation, 
which is considered his politi¬ 
cal testament. Death caught 
him by surprise one week later, 
after a life devoted to achiev¬ 
ing freedom for his compatri¬ 
ots. His mortal remains, 
brought to Venezuela with 
great pomp in 1942, now lie in 
the National Pantheon in Cara¬ 
cas. 

Placing a wreath on behalf 


of the Aruban Government 
was Minister of Public Health 
and Sport, Richard Visser, ac¬ 
companied by Angelique Pe¬ 
tersen. On behalf of Aruba’s 
Parliament, Vice-Chairman 
Chris Dammers and Secretary 
Jacqueline Bastiaan placed a 
wreath. Consul Fuenmayor 
and his wife, accompanied by 
consulate staff placed the next 
wreath on behalf of their 
homeland, followed by repre¬ 
sentatives for the Venezuelan 
Institute for Culture and Coop¬ 
eration, Consulate of Colom¬ 
bia, and Consulate of the 
Dominican Republic. Hubert 
Falcon placed a wreath on be¬ 
half of expatriate Venezuelans 
on Aruba, followed by the As¬ 
sociation of Friends of Colom¬ 
bia.

Netanyahu leaves for 
White House meeting with 
Obama 


The Netherlands begin 
new coalition negotiations

TEL AVIV, Israel (AFP) - Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu left for 
Washington on Monday for a 
White House visit with Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama, said an 
AFP correspondent who wit¬ 
nessed the departure. 

The meeting today is ex¬ 
pected to be an occasion for 
the two leaders to put behind 
the tensions from their last 
meeting in March. 

The two countries are 
strategic allies, but the privi¬ 
leged relationship has been 
jarred by Israel's continued 
settlement-building in the 
West Bank and annexed Arab 
east Jerusalem. 

Obama wants the Israeli 
leader to extend a West Bank 
settlement freeze due to ex¬ 
pire in September, while right 
wingers in his ruling coalition 
fiercely oppose any further 
moratorium. 

Also on the agenda will be 
Israeli-Palestinian peace 
talks, Iran's nuclear ambitions 
and Gaza, where Israel has 
eased a four-year blockade 
following pressure after its 


OTTAWA, Canada (AFP) - 
An explosion at a Toronto 
power facility on Monday 
plunged Canada's largest me¬ 
tropolis into darkness, and 
disrupted a state dinner for 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

The blackout hit at about 
5:30 local time (2130 GMT), 
affecting the city's subway, 
several commuter trains and 
traffic lights at the height of 
the evening rush hour, said 
public broadcaster CBC. 

Some 250,000 people 
were also without electricity 
amid an extreme heat alert, it 
said. Temperatures in the city 
hit 34 degrees Celsius (93 
Fahrenheit). 

The queen, at the end of a 


deadly raid on an aid flotilla 
that killed nine Turks, one of 
them with US nationality. 

When Netanyahu and 
Obama last met in March, the 
Israeli leader was reportedly 
chastised by his host and de¬ 
nied the privileges customar¬ 
ily granted to foreign 
dignitaries, even the ritual 
handshake photo. 

It was an expression of 
Washington's ire at Israeli 
plans to build 1,600 Jewish 
homes in annexed east 
Jerusalem, announced during 
a trip to Israel by US Vice 
President Joe Biden in a 
move which Washington 
called "insulting." 

This time around, the tem¬ 
perature in the White House 
is likely to be warmer, with 
all the usual niceties ob¬ 
served. 

Before leaving Tel Aviv, 
Netanyahu met with several 
ministers from his party to 
brief them about the mes¬ 
sages in intends to convey 
during his White House visit, 
public radio reported. 


nine-day trip to Canada with 
her husband, Prince Philip, 
was to attend a state dinner 
hosted by Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper at the Royal 
York Hotel in downtown 
Toronto, but the hotel was 
without power. 

A Toronto Hydro 
spokesperson told AFP the 
outage was caused by a 
"transmission related issue" 
and that a related fire at a 
Toronto substation had been 
put out. 

As she spoke, power 
started coming back on in 
parts of the city. 

Hydro One was not imme¬ 
diately available to comment 
on the transmission woes. 


THE HAGUE, The 
Netherlands (AFP) - Dutch 
politicians began fresh ne¬ 
gotiations yesterday with a 
view to establish a four¬ 
way coalition government 
between the Liberal, 
Labour, Green parties and 
centrists, an official source 
said. 

Queen Beatrix had 
asked advisors Uri Rosen¬ 
thal and Jacques Wallage 
to look into the ’’rapid es¬ 
tablishment” of a four-way 
coalition government, the 
royal press service said in 
a statement. 

The formation of such a 
coalition had been shelved 
on June 22, but new dis¬ 
cussions have taken place 
since, overseen by politi¬ 
cian and royal advisor 
Tjeenk Willink. 

In his report to the 
queen Monday, Willink 
said the four-way coalition 


government ’’has the great¬ 
est legitimacy according to 
the elections”. 

The coalition would not 
include the far-right, anti- 
Muslim Party for Freedom, 
which came third in the 
parliamentary elections on 
June 9. 

The Liberal Party took 
31 seats in the vote, fol¬ 
lowed closely by Labour 
with 30 seats, the Party for 
Freedom took 24 seats and 
the Christian Democratic 
Party were pushed to 


fourth place with 21. 

The Socialist Party 
came fifth with 15 seats, 
and the centrist and green 
GroenLinks both took 10 
seats. 

A tie-up between Mark 
Rutte’s Liberal party with 
Wilders’ Party for Free¬ 
dom, had been floated but 
scrapped on June 12. 

Coalition negotiations, 
which analysts expect to 
be long and complex, 
could take weeks even 
months.

Check if your pasport 
and the passports of those who 
are travelling with you as well 
are valid 

Persons with a stay- 
over permit have to check if 
their permit is valid 

If you are travelling 
with minors, they will need 
their parents’ permission to do 
so. 

• Prevent luggage dam¬ 
age 

Don’t lock your lug¬ 
gage. Preferribly use tie-wraps, 
to make the luggage more ac- 
cesible for luggage control 

• Be at the airport on 
time 


For sure during the 
busy holdiays, all passengers 
have to be 3 hours prior their 
flight at the airport to have suf¬ 
ficient time to go through the 
check-in process, access con¬ 
trol, immigrations and screen¬ 
ing. This is the only way to 
guarantee that you will reach 
your flight on the stipulated 
time. 

• Prevent towing fees 

Prevent having to pay 

high towing fees by parking in 
the parkinglot. All vehicles 
parked in front of the terminal 
of the airport will be towed for 
security reasons and all the 
costs involved will be at the 
owner’s expense. 

• Dress properly for 
travelling 

Limit the use of jew¬ 
elry and metal articles 

Use shoes that are 
easy to take off and put on 

• If you’re travelling 
with your Laptop 

Remember to take 
your laptop out of its case for 
it to be revised 

• Don’t forget about the 
liquids, gel and aerosole re¬ 
strictions 

Each passenger is al¬ 


lowed to travel with only one 
transparent plastic bag (zip 
lock) containing bottles of 
maximum 3 ounces of liquid, 
gel and aerosole. The bag has 
to be % size. 

These restrictions are 
only for handluggage. Liquids 
are allowed in carry-ons. 

• Prior screening 
Remember to put all 

permitted liquids in a bag in 
the container 

Be sure to empty your 
pockets (pants, skirts and 
shirts) f.i. keys, cellular 
phones, glasses. 

Take off shoes, belts, 
hats, slippers and put these in 
the container 

If you have a vest or 
jacket please remove these and 
put them in the container 

Laptops and other big 
electrical appliances must be 
removed from your hand lug¬ 
gage for revision 

Follow instructions 
given by the screener 

• After screening 
Remember to revise 

your belongings and make sure 
to gather everything that went 
through screening 

Those that travel to the US 
must bare in mind that after 
passing through local immi¬ 
grations and screening, to pick 
up their luggage and pass 
through US control prior 
boarding their flight (“US Pre¬ 
clearance”), remember that 
this process takes its time as 
well.

Which plastics are safe to put in the 
microwave? 



With all of the warnings 
about the dangers of plastics 
in the microwave, along with 
the many plastics available 
today, it’s no wonder con¬ 
sumers would be confused 
about what to and what not to 
zap in the kitchen. 

The easiest way to figure 
out if a plastic container is 
safe for the microwave is to 
look for the Microwave Safe 
symbol. This stamp of ap¬ 
proval, which includes three 
wavy lines to symbolize radi¬ 
ation, basically says that the 
container can withstand the 
heat of the microwave with- 


Iran unveils 
human-like 
robot: report 



TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran has 
developed a new human-like 
walking robot to be used in 
"sensitive jobs," government 
newspaper Iran reported this 
past weekend. 

Surena-2, named after an 
ancient Persian warrior, was 
unveiled by President Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinej ad on Satur¬ 
day. It is 1.45 metres (4.7 
feet) tall and weighs 45 kilo¬ 
grams (99 pounds), the report 
said. 

"Walking slowly like 
human beings with regular 
arm and leg movements are 
among its characteristics," it 
said. "Such robots are de¬ 
signed and developed to be 
used in sensitive and difficult 
jobs on behalf of a person or 
as help." 

The report did not elabo¬ 
rate on the robot’s capabili¬ 
ties. 

Iran has pursued a number 
of scientific projects in recent 
years such as cloning, stem 
cell research and satellite 
technology while it has come 
under increasing international 
pressure over its controver¬ 
sial nuclear programme.

Microwave-safe contain¬ 
ers go through stringent FDA 
testing to ensure that, at tem¬ 
peratures reached in the mi¬ 
crowave oven, the amount of 
chemicals that leach out of 
the plastic is no more than 
100 to 1,000 times less than 
the amount shown to harm 
lab animals. 

Unlabeled plastic contain¬ 
ers aren’t necessarily unsafe 
for the microwave. But the 
lack of label just means that 
these plastics haven’t gone 
through the battery of tests 
required to ensure microwave 
safety. Because there’s no 
way to tell if these containers 
can hold up to microwave 
heat, it’s best not to use them 
in the microwave. 

And while some contain¬ 
ers are labeled with plastic 
type, such as PET (polyethyl¬ 
ene terephthalate), this 
doesn’t give you enough in¬ 


formation to determine if it’s 
microwave-safe. For exam¬ 
ple, some PET containers are 
safe for the microwave while 
others are not. 

Below is a list of tips from 
The Harvard Medical School 
to guide you in using plastics 
in the microwave: 

•Most take-out containers 
(like the ones used to carry 
home your favorite Chinese 
meal), water bottles, and 
plastic tubs made to hold but¬ 
ter, cream cheese and yogurt 
are not microwave safe. 

•Microwaveable take-out 
containers designed for one¬ 
time use should not be re-mi¬ 
crowaved. 

•Plastic storage bags (ex¬ 
cept those labeled as Mi¬ 
crowave Safe) and grocery 
bags are not recommended 
for the microwave. 

•When using plastic wrap 
to cover a food dish, make 
sure it’s not touching the 
food.

Children, elderly need protection from soaring temperatures 


With summer in full swing, 
researchers caution that chil¬ 
dren and the elderly, in partic¬ 
ular, need protection from 
extreme heat, humidity and 
other seasonal hazards. 

Among other things, par¬ 
ents should never leave chil¬ 
dren alone in a car or near a 
pool or any other body of 
water, and the elderly should 
be checked up on twice daily 
for signs of heat-related ill¬ 
ness, according to experts 
from the University of Medi¬ 
cine and Dentistry of New 
Jersey-School of Osteopathic 
Medicine, who have issued a 
series of hot-weather safety 
tips. 

"It 1 s always dangerous to 
leave a child in a parked car, 
even for a few minutes," Dr. 
Martin Finkel, co-director of 
the university's Child Abuse 
Research and Education 
Services (CARES) Institute, 
said in a news release from 
the university. 

Even with windows that 
are cracked open, in hot 
weather car interiors can heat 
up nearly 20 degrees in just 
10 minutes and 30 degrees in 
20 minutes, Finkel noted. Ex¬ 
posure to such temperatures 


can leave children at risk for 
brain and organ damage. 

"If you accidentally leave 
a child in a hot, parked car 
and return to find that child 
asleep, don’t assume he or she 
is taking a nap," he said. "You 
could be seeing signs of heat 
exhaustion or serious heat in¬ 
jury. Remove the child from 
the car immediately and call 
911 if the child is unrespon¬ 
sive." 

In the same news release, 
Dr. Thomas Cavalieri, 
founder of the New Jersey In¬ 
stitute for Successful Aging 
and the dean of UMDNJ- 
SOM, stressed that seniors 
may be even more vulnerable 
to soaring temperatures. 

"Forty percent of all heat- 
related deaths occur in people 
aged 65 or older," he noted. 
"Many older individuals have 
medical conditions that in¬ 
crease the dangers of hot 
weather. Their bodies are 
slower to adjust to tempera¬ 
ture changes and they may 
have a diminished thirst re¬ 
flex that keeps them from 
drinking adequate amounts of 
liquid. Some individuals may 
[also] have safety and finan¬ 
cial concerns that keep them 


behind locked doors and win¬ 
dows without fans or air con¬ 
ditioners." 

Both researchers caution 
that children dehydrate faster 
than adults, and should drink 
lots of water in hot weather, 
while the elderly need to 
drink plenty of non-caf- 
feinated fluids and dress in 
clothing appropriate for hot 
weather. 

If possible, the elderly 
should not be left alone in 
non-air-conditioned spaces 


on hot days, add researchers, 
who advise relatives and 
neighbors to offer to sit with 
elders near an open window 
or take them to an air-condi¬ 
tioned place until things cool 
down. They should also be 
checked twice a day for signs 
of heat exhaustion, including 
heavy perspiration, dizziness, 
weakness and nausea. Heat 
exhaustion is treated at home 
with rest, cool clothes applied 
to the skin, and the drinking 
of cool water every 10 to 15 


minutes. If symptoms don't 
improve, seek medical help 
immediately, researchers ad¬ 
vise. 

Heat stroke — a potentially 
life-threatening condition — 
can cause the same symp¬ 
toms without perspiration, in¬ 
cluding dizziness, fainting, 
nausea, staggering, and/or 
confusion. Researchers stress 
that if you suspect heat 
stroke, you should call 911 or 
emergency services for im¬ 
mediate help. 


Sugar, Not Just Salt, Linked to High 
Blood Pressure 


Eating too much sodium can 
push your blood pressure into 
the danger zone. Now, re¬ 
searchers are reporting that 
eating too many sweets—or 
drinking too much soda— 
may have a similar effect. 

People who consume a 
diet high in fructose, a type of 
sugar and a key ingredient in 
high-fructose corn syrup, are 
more likely to have high 
blood pressure (hyperten¬ 
sion), according to a new 
study. 



Drinking 2.5 cans or more 
of non-diet soda per day—or 
consuming an equivalent 
amount of fructose from 
other foods—increases your 
risk of hypertension by at 
least 30%, the study found. 
What’s more, the increased 
risk appears to be independ¬ 


ent of other dietary habits, in¬ 
cluding sodium, carbohy¬ 
drate, and overall calorie 
intake. 

The study, focused on 
foods containing high-fruc¬ 
tose corn syrup and other 
added sugars, such as soda, 
fruit punch, cookies, candy, 
and chocolate. (Although 
fructose occurs naturally in 
fruits, the researchers ex¬ 
cluded them because they 
contain other nutrients that 
are difficult to measure.)

Greece on target to tackle deficit 


ATHENS (AFP) - Debt- 
stricken Greece claimed dra¬ 
matic progress Monday in its 
quest to tackle overspending, 
with the budget deficit slashed 
42 percent and the finance 
minister raising hopes the 
economy will do better. 

Earlier this year the country 
was threatened with insol¬ 
vency, sparking a eurozone 
debt crisis, but the ruling So¬ 
cialists said Greece had turned 
a corner by tightening public 
finances, increasing tax rev¬ 
enue and improving efficiency. 

"Today we are able to see 
our country's future with 
greater optimism. Greece is 
successfully escaping the reef 
of economic collapse," govern¬ 
ment spokesman George 
Petalotis told reporters. 

Finance Minister George 
Papaconstantinou announced 
earlier that the country had 


"met its goal" for the first six 
months of 2010 after central 
bank figures showed the 
budget deficit had been cut by 
almost 42 percent in that pe¬ 
riod. 

Papaconstantinou also ex¬ 
pressed optimism that the re¬ 
cession gripping the economy 
could be less serious than orig¬ 
inally feared. 

The budget shortfall in Jan¬ 
uary-June came to 11.45 bil¬ 
lion euros (14.3 billion 
dollars), down from 19.69 bil¬ 
lion euros in the first half of 
2009, according to the central 
bank. 

In June alone, the budget 
deficit narrowed to 1.91 billion 
euros from 5.06 billion euros a 
year earlier. 

Papaconstantinou said the 
budget deficit — which covers 
central government spending - 
- amounted to 4.9 percent of 


Gross Domestic Product in the 
first half of the year, a major 
step towards meeting EU fiscal 
rules. 

Under EU rules, a member 
state is required to keep its 
public deficit — central govern¬ 
ment spending plus welfare 
and local authority expenditure 
— below three percent of GDP. 

Papaconstantinou said the 
government would soon make 
public its estimate of the public 
deficit for the first half of the 
year. 

"The goal for the year is to 
reduce the public deficit by 40 
percent and we are doing better 
than that," he said, adding that 
he had "guarded optimism" on 
the implementation of tough 
austerity measures — tax rises 
and public sector wage cuts — 
aimed at shoring up the coun¬ 
try's parlous public finances.

The bond you create with 
your customer when you edu¬ 
cate them is such that they will 
become your greatest advocate. 

When you educate and in¬ 
form customers, that bond will 
be with them forever. That’s 
because you thought so highly 
of them, that you wanted them 
to receive more of a benefit 
than they did when they pur¬ 
chased (or were thinking about 
purchasing) your product or 
service. 

Once you give someone an 
education, human nature wants 
more.

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Newspapers look 
for ways to profit In 
Internet age 



LONDON (AFP) - Newspa¬ 
pers worldwide are being 
forced to reinvent themselves 
for the Internet age — and will 
be watching closely the suc¬ 
cess of two experiments 
launched in London, analysts 
say. 

Suffering a long-term fall 
in sales and a collapse in ad¬ 
vertising revenue as the 
world goes online for its 
news, the press has for years 
been scrambling to decide 
how to respond. 

In Britain, Rupert Mur¬ 
doch's Times and Sunday 
Times finally went ahead 
from Friday with their long- 
promised plan to start charg¬ 
ing readers for online access 
to their journalism, the first 
non-specialist papers to do so 
here. 

The move comes after the 
less expected news last week 
that London's city-wide daily, 
the Evening Standard, hopes 
to break even after turning it¬ 
self into a freesheet for com¬ 
muters, ditching its 50 pence 
cover price. 

That decision cut the 
paper's distribution costs 
from 30 to four pence per 
copy, and sent readership 
soaring from just over half a 
million to 1.3 million, its new 
Russian owners said last 
week. 

"The industry is still at a 
very early stage of this rapid 
evolution forced on it by dig¬ 
ital technology," Karin von 
Abrams, a senior analyst at 
eMarketer, told AFP. 

"The game clearly has 
changed for most old busi¬ 
ness models, but we don't yet 
know what the successful 
new ones are going to be." 

For newspapers, one 
model to study is that of the 
freesheets. 

The Metro, a free morning 
paper available at train sta¬ 
tions and on public transport 


in 16 British cities, is read by 
more than 3.5 million people 
every weekday, according to 
the National Readership Sur¬ 
vey (NRS). 

Owned by the Daily Mail 
and General Trust, it relies 
entirely on advertising rev¬ 
enue. 

Over the past seven years 
it has consistently performed 
well, even making an operat¬ 
ing profit through the worst 
of the economic crisis, to the 
envy of the traditional dailies. 

More recently, the 
Evening Standard was a well- 
established but loss-making 
London evening paper until 
its new owner, Russian ty¬ 
coon Alexander Lebedev, 
bought the paper in 2009 and 
turned it into a freesheet. 

Access to commuters 
seems to be a key to the suc¬ 
cess of the free model. 

The Metro, the Standard 
and the City AM, another 
successful but smaller Lon¬ 
don freesheet aimed at busi¬ 
ness people, are all handed 
out near tube and train sta¬ 
tions. 

This saves on costs. And 
with the demise of two free 
evening rivals last year, the 
morning and evening papers 
have something of a captive 
market. This, of course, ap¬ 
peals to advertisers. 

"Giving away print works 
if the free circulation is rela¬ 
tively high and there is a 
good advertising base for the 
printed version. 

"It is easier to gain adver¬ 
tising in print than online and 
the prices are higher," Profes¬ 
sor Robert G. Picard, a media 
economics expert from Swe¬ 
den's Jonkoping International 
Business School, told AFP. 

Eventually though, ana¬ 
lysts agree most newspapers 
will have to find a way of 
making money from their 
websites. 


South African pilgrims bring 
vuvuzelas to pray 



EBUHLENI MISSION, 
South Africa (AFP) - Bare¬ 
foot and dressed in white, 
thousands of pilgrims gather 
on a hilltop overlooking Dur¬ 
ban blowing on long metal 
"imbomu" tubes, forerunner 
of the vuvuzela. 

Every year, faithful from 
the Nazareth Baptist Church 
make a pilgrimage to Ebuh- 
leni Mission, where their 
church's founder Isaiah 
Shembe lived in the south¬ 
eastern part of the country. 

Pilgrims will make the 
journey over the course of 
July to walk along the dirt 
roads of the poor settlement 
that lies within sight of Dur¬ 
ban's World Cup stadium. 

This year's pilgrimage is 
especially poignant, coming 
as the church is finalising a 
deal with the manufacturer of 
the plastic vuvuzela trumpets 
that now symbolise South 
Africa's World Cup. 

Under the agreement, 
Shembe will be recognised as 
the inventor of the vuvuzela, 
an instrument his followers 
say he created a century ago 
using antelope horns. 

"We saw Bill Clinton 
blowing in a vuvuzela in a 
stadium. It makes us very 
proud. It is good for the 
church," said Enoch Thembu, 
spokesman for the evangeli¬ 
cal church which claims 5.2 
million followers across 
southern Africa. 

The pilgrimage in their 
holy month of July is far re¬ 
moved from the World Cup 
celebrations in Durban, 
where surfers and bikini-clad 
fans watch games on jumbo 
screens on the beach to the 
relentless hum of vuvuzelas - 
- a noise seen either as joyous 
or maddening. 

In this settlement, the 
sound is harmonious. 

"It's all in the blowing," 
explained Thembu. 

"We don't blow it for 90 
minutes when it is a soccer 
game. You have to stop and 
you sing. Then you give the op-

ponents the time to play their 
song. It must entertain people, 
not irritate them,” he said. 

To the sound of hymns ac¬ 
companied by imbomus, the 
pilgrims known simply as the 
Shembe enter a field domi¬ 
nated by the statue of their 
founder, considered an 
African Messiah. 

Men with walking sticks 
and women in traditional hats 
or white veils erupt into 
cheers at the mere glimpse of 
one of Shembe's descendants 
behind a window. 

Mixing Christianity and 
African traditions, the 
Shembe base their beliefs on 
the Old Testament. They 
practise polygamy, and they

Any ailments are treated 
with prayers, water and Vase¬ 
line. 

Before entering, the faith¬ 
ful must purify themselves by 
donating a small amount of 
money. 

Despite their traditional 
beliefs, the Shembe have big 
ambitions for their newly 
recognised claim to the vu¬ 
vuzela. 

They want to claim intel¬ 
lectual property rights to the 
instrument and cash in on its 
manufacturing. 

"Our aim is to make jobs 
for South African workers 
and to generate some income 
for the church to look after 
the widows, the orphans and 
the destitute people," 
Thembu said. 

According to him, South 
African firm Masincedane 
Sport made at least 60 mil¬ 
lion plastic vuvuzelas before 
the World Cup, and the 
Shembe want at least a small 
slice of that pie. 

"We have to give a job to 
all these people," Thembu 
said.

NEW YORK (AFP) - No-hit 
hurlers Ubaldo Jimenez and 
Roy Halladay lead a formida¬ 
ble National League staff for 
baseball’s All-Star Game, but 
Nationals rookie Stephen 
Strasburg didn't get a nod. 

In this season of sensa¬ 
tional pitching, it was Amer¬ 
ican League Most Valuable 
Player catcher Joe Mauer 
who received the most votes 
in fan balloting for the July 
13th mid-season showcase in 
Anaheim, California. 

Albert Pujols earned the 
most votes in the National 
League. 

In the closest voting, the 
New York Mets' David 
Wright overtook the Phillies' 
Placido Polanco in the last 
week to claim the National 
League starting spot at third 
base. 

Strasburg's 100 mph fast¬ 


ball has captivated fans 
around baseball since the 
Washington Nationals called 
the right-hander up from the 
minor leagues on June 8. 

But National League man¬ 
ager Charlie Manuel said he 
would like to see 21-year-old 
settle into his role as an ace 
before appearing in the All- 
Star game. 

"He got quite a bit of con¬ 
sideration, ” Philadelphia's 
Manuel told TBS during the 
selection show. "He is going 
be an All-Star for a long time. 
What does he have, five 
starts? I just felt there are 
other guys who have started 
18 to 20 games. I just felt 
leave him alone and let him 
get used to the major league 
level.” 

Halladay pitched a perfect 
game in his first season with 
the Phillies, while Jimenez 


had one of the four no-hitters 
so far this year as he got off 
to an impressive 14-1 start for 
Colorado. 

Halladay's teammate 
Chase Utley was voted as the 
starting second baseman for 
the NL, but he is out with an 
injured right thumb. He will 
be replaced in the lineup by 
Atlanta's Martin Prado. 

The other NL starters are: 
Cardinals catcher Yadier 
Molina, Marlins shortstop 
Hanley Ramirez, and Mil¬ 
waukee's Ryan Braun, Los 
Angeles' Andre Ethier and 
Atlanta's Jayson Heyward in 
the outfield. 

In the American League, 
Mauer is joined by Min¬ 
nesota Twins teammate Justin 
Morneau at first base. 

The other AL starters are 
Yankees second baseman 
Robinson Cano and shortstop

France's Sylvain Chavanel

SPA (AFP) - Frenchman Syl¬ 
vain Chavanel claimed the 
leader's yellow jersey at the 
Tour de France Monday after 


a gutsy ride in a second stage 
that witnessed a number of 
high-profile crashes. 

Chavanel was part of an 
eight-man breakaway which 
formed in the early stages of 
the 201km ride from Brussels 
to the hilly Belgian Ardennes, 
and was left to go alone for 
the final 19.5km after Bel¬ 
gian Jurgen Roelandts ran out 
of steam. 

It was in Chavanel's wake, 
however, that the real race 
drama unfolded. 

For the second day run¬ 
ning a number of crashes 
caused panic in the peloton, 
one of which took down sev¬ 
eral yellow jersey favourites 
including Lance Armstrong 
and Andy Schleck. 

Chavanel now leads Can- 
cellara by 2min 57sec in the 
overall standings, with Ger¬ 
man Tony Martin of HTC- 
Columbia a further lOsecs 
behind. 

Seven-time champion 
Armstrong moved one place 
down to fifth, at 3:19 behind 
Chavanel, with reigning yel¬ 
low jersey champion Alberto 
Contador in seventh at 3:24. 


French minister expects 
Armstrong probe to go 


BRUSSELS, - Lance Arm¬ 
strong will have the backing 
of France's minister for 
health and sport, Roselyne 
Bachelot, until it has been 
proven that the American 
used banned products. 

However Bachelot said 
she expected US federal offi¬ 
cials, who are currently prob¬ 
ing whether Armstrong's 
former team, US Postal, de¬ 
frauded their sponsors by 
using performance-enhanc¬ 
ing products, to take the in¬ 
vestigation all the way. 

Seven-time champion 
Armstrong is racing his final 
Tour de France campaign this 
month amid a series of dam¬ 
aging doping allegations 
from former teammate Floyd 


Landis. 

Landis, a former member 
of US Postal, won the Tour in 
2006 while riding for 
Phonak, only to be stripped 
of the title after testing posi¬ 
tive for testosterone. 

Having consistently 
claimed his innocence for 
years, the American — who 
no longer competes and is fi¬ 
nancially ruined — finally 
confessed to doping last 
month. 

But in a bid to "clear his 
conscience", he took his 
claims much further. 

Landis said Armstrong and 
several other Americans, in¬ 
cluding George Hincapie, used 
banned doping products or 
methods while with US Postal. 
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Pique: We must be more ruthless 



his homeland in honour of the 
legendary German sweeper 
Franz Beckenbauer, Barcelona 
and Spain’s classy centre-back 
Gerard Pique has already done 
plenty to justify such compar¬ 
isons. At the tender age of 23, 
the 6’3” defender has UEFA 
Champions League winners’ 
medals from his time at Man¬ 
chester United and Barga, 
while he has been an integral 
part of La Roja’s run to the 
semi-finals at the 2010 FIFA 
World Cup South Africa™.

La Albirroja strike pair 
Oscar Cardozo and Nelson 
Valdez were a constant threat 
to Pique and his fellow defend¬ 
ers, with the usually unflap¬ 
pable Barcelona man put off 


away a penalty for a foul on 
the rangy Benfica hitman. For¬ 
tunately for him, Spain captain 
Iker Casillas was up to the task 
of saving Cardozo’s tame spot- 
kick. 

“He was brilliant today, the 
man of the match,” said a 
clearly relieved Pique, who left 
Barcelona’s youth system to 
join United, before returning to 
the Camp Nou in summer 
2008. “Iker saved the penalty 
and made two fantastic saves 
later on. It’s a real privilege 
having him in the side; you 
know he’ll always come to 
your rescue.”

Lying in wait for Vicente 
del Bosque’s charges are a red- 
hot Germany side, beaten by 
Spain in the final of UEFA 
EURO 2008, but who are 
buoyed by 4-1 and 4-0 knock¬ 
out victories over England and 
Argentina respectively. 

“They are a great team with 
wonderful players,” said Pique 
of his side’s opponents on 7 
July at the Durban Stadium. 
“It’s going to be very tough to 
stop them because they’re in 
form and will be hugely confi¬ 
dent after emphatic wins over 
England and Argentina. But 
we’re looking good too and 
we’ve proved that we’re solid 
at the back after not conceding 
in our last two games. 

“It’ll be a very difficult 
match,” continued Pique, 
when the question of Die Na- 
tionalmannschaft seeking re¬ 
venge for that continental 
reverse came up. “There are 
new players on both sides, 
such as myself, who didn’t 
play in the final of EURO 
2008. So I’m sure this’ll be a 


very different game but we’ll 
be doing our best to win 
again.” 

Scorer of the winning goal 
in the teams’ European title de¬ 
cider two summers ago was 
Fernando Torres. With El Nino 
yet to score at South Africa, 
Pique was quick to back the 
Liverpool striker to come 
good: “He’s definitely going to 
score at this World Cup. Let’s 
hope he gets off the mark in 
the semis.” 

One player having no trou¬ 
ble finding the net is David 
Villa, set to be an Azulgrana 
team-mate of Pique in 
2010/11, who has scored five 
of Spain’s six goals at the fi¬ 
nals on South African soil. 
“When a striker is on form 
then everything seems to go 
in,” said Pique of El Guaje’s 
83rd-minute winner against La 
Albirroja. “The Paraguay 
game was a clear example. The 
ball hit both posts before going 
in, whereas on another day it 
might have bounced back out 
again.” 

Yet despite boasting the 
tournament’s top scorer and 
having safely negotiated their 
way into the last four, Pique 


still feels Spain have plenty of 
work still to do. “We need to 
start controlling games better. 
There are periods in games 
when we’re under the cosh and 
that’s when we struggle. 

“We also need to be more 
clinical in front of goal. We’re 
finding it really hard to score 
and are winning games by just 
one goal. We need our attack¬ 
ers to be more ruthless, we 
need to score more goals,” said 
a player who has literally put 
his body on the line for the 
cause during this tournament. 
Indeed, having needed stitches 
for a gash received in the 
melee leading to Switzerland’s 
winner in Spain’s Group H 
opener, he burst his lip in a 
clash with an opposing for¬ 
ward in the very next game 
against Honduras. 

Not that he will mind an¬ 
other couple of scars should 
La Roja go all the way to a 
first ever FIFA World Cup 
crown. “Our aim is to keep 
making history,” he said as the 
interview concluded. “Our ob¬ 
jective is to win the Trophy 
and we’ll go home with a sour 
taste in our mouths if we fall 
short.”

Nigeria lifts ban on national team 


ABUJA (AFP) - Nigeria's gov¬ 
ernment on Monday lifted a 
two-year ban it imposed last 
week on its national football 
team after a dismal World Cup 
showing, just ahead of a FIFA 
deadline to do so, a presiden¬ 
tial source said. 

"The government has re¬ 
versed the decision," the source 
told AFP. A formal announce¬ 
ment was expected later. 


Nigeria last Wednesday 
slapped a two-year ban from 
international competition on 
the squad after the traditional 
African powerhouse finished 
bottom of their group in South 
Africa with just one point from 
three matches. 

President Goodluck 
Jonathan also ordered an audit 
into how the funds allocated 
for the team at the World Cup 
were used.

Van Marwijk keeps focus on Uruguay 


On the eve of the Nether¬ 
lands' FIFA World Cup™ 
semi-final, Dutch coach Bert 
van Marwijk insisted he is fo¬ 
cused solely on beating 
Uruguay today and dismissed 
any talk about the Final as 
premature. 

The Dutch last reached a 
FIFA World Cup Final in 
1978 and are overwhelming 
favourites to beat the South 
Americans at Cape Town's 
Green Point Stadium to book 
their berth at Johannesburg's 
Soccer City for Sunday's 
Final. But van Marwijk 
baulked when asked if his 
side are set to fulfill their po¬ 
tential by winning a first 
FIFA World Cup title. 

"I really don't want to talk 
about the Final," he said. "I 
have been hearing this talk 
much too often, first we have 
to play a semi-final. I have 
immense respect for what 
players in the past have 
achieved for the Netherlands, 
but I didn't come to this tour¬ 
nament to wring my hands at 
reaching the Final. That isn't 
enough, we have come here 
to win the Final. We have 
come here for the ultimate 
prize, that is our goal and we 
will only enjoy this tourna¬ 
ment if we win it." 

The Netherlands have not 
always produced their trade¬ 
mark flowing football in 
South Africa, but Van Mar¬ 
wijk says he has insisted his 
team concentrate on results 
and show no sign of the arro¬ 
gance they may have dis¬ 
played in the past. 

"I can't change a culture, 
but I have worked hard to 
create an environment to 
make the players realise that 
if you want to achieve some¬ 
thing in a tournament, you 
need to focus solely on the 
next match and not think 
ahead. When we do well, we 
tend to get a bit arrogant after 
we have won a game, but the 
players have really under¬ 
stood that and it has been the 
basis of our preparation 


against Uruguay."

The Dutch are widely 
tipped to make their third ap¬ 
pearance in a FIFA World 
Cup Final, but van Marwijk 
is wary of Uruguay. "They 
are a very dangerous team," 
he said of Oscar Tabarez's 
side. "At the start of the tour¬ 
nament, I used them as exam¬ 
ple of a passionate side and it 


is not for nothing that they 
have come this far." 

While the Netherlands 
were the underdogs before 
their 2-1 quarter-final win 
over Brazil, Van Marwijk 
says he has no problems 
being the favourites against 
Uruguay, but will pay the tag 
little attention. "In the group 
phase, we were always the 
favourite, never the under¬ 
dog," he said. 

"Against Brazil, it was the 
other way around, I don't re¬ 
ally have an opinion on that, 
we just want to concentrate 
on ourselves. We don't want 
to be misled or distracted by 
people thinking we are the 
favourites."
